1-nt very different ran the course of affair* at the seat of the 
Empire. On the death nf Mohammad HI. i„ 1332. his son Si- 
vandar succeeded to the throne, but suddenly died after a reign of 
only five and forty days. In the resultant confusion, hie brother 
Nikir al din Mahmud II, was chwea king by one faction of the 
nobles, and a cousin Nn^mt Khm by a rival faction. For many 
years thereafter the kingdom was sore distracted by internal strife. 
War between the claimants was still proceeding when Timur Lang* 

ilu. lame Timur {Tamerlane), crossing the Indus, led the horde* 
of Turiary on that terrible invasion which for a time converted 
Hindustan ,„to shambles. It wn* i ft that he marched mpidlv 
upon IfeUi, on hia way thither slaughtering j n cold blood the 
hundred thousand captives in his camp ; and early in 1SE>9 after 
defeating Mali mild at ttriizitad, he entered the capita). For five 
days the il!! fated city was given over to pillage, the counueroe 
fdwtmg, while Jus brutal soldiery in the gwtieml and indiscriminate 
mlsmore of the inhabitants perpetrated indescribable atrocities. 
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The SulUin Mn^mud JL* however* bud effected an escape, nod 
eventually* rtf ter many wanderings in remote part* of ha.* dominhn*.

ruler Niifmt, Malittmd returned to I>ebll in H02—“a very shadow 
of a king,” His authority extended to only a few district* beyond 
the city wniUi and even that only Iser-AUae hit warir amiably 
bi-atowed on him countenance and protection* 

The nUer anarchy that now reigned in Hinduatlin natural ly issued 
tn the difiinembcimeut of the Empire. Embracing twenty’three pro- 
vinceSi all held in full subjection by Muhammad bin Tughhu] in the 
early part of his reign, it became from the very namber of it* 
satrapies ea&ontialiJy incoherent After the catastrophe of Timur's 
invasion, several in do pendent kingdoms were carved out of the 
dominions of Dehli, and the Empire was tbita despoiled of it* 
fairest provinces. Bow large a number became at this lime rnde 
pendant under their several governors* all of whom styled them selves

It i= true that some historians state that in the fourth year of his 
reign Sultan Mo 7 : affar, falling ill, abdicated in favour of his grand - 
son Ahmad, bnt that the disease did not terminale fatally till fire 
months ami sis teen days later. The cireiimstftoiiol and detailed 
narrative of Sikabdar can, however, hardly he a fabrication pure and 
simple, whereas a Muhammadan historian, writing of a Moham- 
mmlan king eminent for orthodoxy, would be sore tempted to ;ap- 
ptei* the record of a deed so infamous. The scrupulous observance 
oi religions ritual that marked the afwr yenre of Ahmad's life finds 
perhaps its best exp! an allot: in the assumption that, profoundly 
penitent, he was seeking thus to expiate Ms terrible crime. In the 
JfiKLL<‘ Mnajid of Ahmadibid is still shewn in the Roy a! Gallery— 
the Mutfik KhFttta — n low dais with its marble surface worn wif 
iiy Ahmad’s feet, Attesting Ins so frequent prayer-prostrations. 
Tradition also tolls that his home-life was severely riwphs, hi* 
personal etpmsss being restricted to the sum received from the eoIc 
of caps made by his own hands. It is tortber significant that his 
after-death title is Khudayagjimi i MagMur, ‘The Great Lord for- 
given, 1 thus betokening that “Allah the Pitiful, moved by the 
prayer of tony believers, had spread his forgiveness over the crime 
of Ahmad's youth." (W.-B. G- P- 240.) 

On hie grandfather's death Ahmad succeeded to the throne with 
the title of Nn^ir al dunya wa al din Abu’l Fat]? Ahmad Shah. 
Though thus the third Sultan of the dynasty, Jus long ami brilliant 
n-igtt of thirty-three years (A, 11, 313-34^ ; A.D. 1410-1443), hie 
introduction of an admirable ay item of civil and military adnd itin¬ 
eration, his successful expeditions against duniigadh, Cham piuiir, idar, 
and Mfilwh, his building of Ahmadubatt as his capital, all combined in 
the process of year* to invest him with eponymic honours, so that from 
him the Ssltnuat is known to-day by the name of Ahmad Slphi. 
He may with justice be held the virtual founder of !hat dynasty 
“which was to maintain in Gojarit for nearly two hundred years
